Sadat to Ask 
U.S. for Jets 


For ‘Defense’ 


He Will Also Seek 
Anti-Tank Missiles

CAIRO, March 26 (WP).—Pres- 
ident Anwar Sadat said today 
that he would ask the United 
States to provide jet fighter 
planes, anti-tank missiles and 
other weapons for the defense 
of Egypt following the collapse 
of Cairo’s long-standing military 
Telationship with the Soviet 
Union, 

Ἢ think I have the right now 
to ask for defensive weapons,” 
Mr. Sadat said in an interview in 
hig residence on the banks of the 
Nile. “When they asked me in 
the States, I snid I didn't have 
@ shopping list. I can now say 
that I am in need, at least for 
defensive weapons.” 

Mr. Sadat called the U.S. pro- 
posal to sell Egypt six C-130 
transport planes—a proposal sub- 
mitted to Congress by the Ford 
administration amid objections 
from Terael—“a very smatl thine.” 
But he made it clear that the 
evolving relationship with the 
United States. symbolized by the 
first proposed inilitary sale in two 
decades, is of prime importance 
for Egypt. 

Although Mr. Sadat has made 
no secret of his desire for a 
military-supply relationship with 
the United States, he has not 
formally lodged any request other 
than his controversial bid for the 
C-130s. . 

He said that he was making 
his needs public now in order 
to explain his situation to the 
people and Congress of the 
United States. 

Details of Request 

The President said that he will 
seek FSE fighter planes, which 
he described as“very moderate . 
not sophisticated” ctaft that 
‘Washington has supplied to Iran. 
Saudi Arabia ond Jordan, He 
also said that he will ask for

Boehms Caught in Machinery 


Bonn Spy-H unting 2 Zeal Goes Astray

BONN. March 26 (NYT).—Wal- 
ter Boehm was the chief of ἃ 
labor union office in Bonn, a 
Tespected member of the subur- 
ben community of Buschofen and

Sometimes an innocent victim 
—as it turned out Mr, Boehm 
was—ets caught in the ma- 
chinery. 


Life Ends 

“Your whole life comes to an 
end.” Mr. Boehm says now. 

His employer. the West German 
Labor Union Federation chief, 
Heinz Vetter. appeared on na- 
tlonal television that night and 
described Mr. Boehm as “a sys- 
termatic agent” of East Germany. 

in Mr, Vetter’s interview and 
in the headlines of most of the 
next day's newspapers. there was 
little indication of doubt that 
Mr. Boehm was a spy or that 
he would be convicted of the 
charges against him. 

He was born 57 years ago in 
what is now Hast Germany and 
in 1958, like millions of others, 
he fled to West Germany. His 
work as a secret anti-Communist 
labor union activist there began 
to get dangerous, he said, and he 
found a position with the union 
here in 1962. much as Guillaume 
had done before him. 

IT: knew Guillaume,” Mr. 
Boehm said. “and 1 had worked 
with him in the Chancellor's of- 
fice. He was responsible for 
Jebor union matters, so he was 
the man I had to deal with,”

The Guillaumes, Guenter and 
his wife, Christel, were convicted 
of esplonrge In December and 
sentenced to 13 and 8 years in 
prison. 

“The sectet service said they 
saw me go into e church without 
crossing myself.” he said, “as 
though I were going in to cor- 
ceal a secret meeting. And they 
said I had gone to.S6pandau Cem- 
etery in West Berlin, and had 


to return home to Buschofen the 
next day, while the investigation 
went on 

“The police had seized all our 
files and also all our money,” 
he ssid. “so when we got home 
to the apartment we didn't have 
a pfennig.” But neighbors came 
to the rescue.

U.S. Crime Rate 
Rose 9% in 1975 


WASHINGTON, March 26 (AP). 
—Crime reported to police in the 
United States increased by 9 per 
cent last year, but the murder 
rate dropped for the first time in 
more than a decade, the govern- 
ment reported. 

The number of murders in 
large cities last year declined by 
about 1 per cent from 1974. There 
were 20,600 murders reported in 
the United States in 1974. » 

But the other categories mea- 
sured by govermment crime re- 
ports showed increases last year 
of 1 per cent for rape, 2 per cent 
for vehicle thefts, 5 per cent for 
assault and for robbery, 7 per 
cent for burglary and 12 per cent 
for larceny.

Several 
of the major governments have clearly suf- 
fered erosion in their support among their 
own people, and that erosion sptings trom 
much the same causes as the detline in the 
value of tueir currencies.

The French hinted that the 
British had let the pound sink excessively, 
to seize a commercial advantage τι exports. 
It was a Lieak moment for President Va- 
léry Giscard d’Estaing. He had brought 
France back into the system of linked rates 
in ἃ spitit of commitment to the Huropean 
community. In recent months he had stood 
off repeated demands from French industry 
and labor to let the franc sink. To have been 
forced to follow, finally, by the troubles of 
the British pound was not only a defeat for 
him personally but a defeat for France's 
European policy. 

In France, President Giscard d’Estaing is 
widely suspected οἱ having deferred the drop 
jn the frane until after the recent regional 
elections. In any case, the elections turned 
out to be a scricus rebuff to him. Tie par- 
ties of the left won well over half of the 
vote, with the Socialists in the lead. These 
elections have little direct bearing on French 
national politics, but they clearly indicate 
the growing strength of the opposition on 
the left and a public mood of rising discon- 
tent. 5 

Things have gone a great dea] farther, 
of course, in Italy. There the government is 
trying to decide how to deal with the Com- 
munists, while a massive Might cf capital 
drives the lira steadily down; within the past 
few days it has fallen as low as 880 to the 
dollar. Italy is now becoming ἃ classic il- 
lustration of the national condition in which 
trouble becomes circular, everything in turn 
making everything else worse. The falling 
lira exacerbates the ‘inflation, because {t 
makes all imported goods—raw materials, 
foods, oll—cost more, To meet the inflation 
the government desperately tries to im-

pose ἃ regime of austerity, meaning higher 
unemployment and higher taxes. Austerity 
accelerates the swing to the left, which in- 
cites further flights of capital, which drives 
the lira farther down, and so on around 
again. In principle, the exchange rates are 
supposed to stabilize themselves at a new 
equilibrium level, But the principle does not 
fully take into account the kind of political 
paralysis and panic that is now visible in 
Italy. 

‘Last November. half a dozen presidents and 
prime ministers met at Rambouiliet, ἃ 
chateau near Paris, to talk about the strains 
that the recession and the oil revolution had 
imposed upon them. They arrived at a gen-

They then left it to the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund, meeting shortly af- 
terward in Jamaica, to work out the mech- 
anisms and details. As recent events have 
graphically shown, the mechanisms are not 
in operation. It is not merely a case of offi- 
efal lethargy. Currency rates affect nations’ 
standards of living and involve questions of 
sovereignty. No government is eager to 
acknowledge that the world value of its cur~ 
reney is being left entirely up to an anony- 
mous and impersonal market—although, of 
course, that is the meaning of floating. 
* oe * 

But the enormous growth of world trade, 
particnlarly since 1970, has generated flows 
of payments on such an astounding scale 
that no government now has the resources 
to maintain for very long an exchange rate 
that is out of line with the market. That is 
the central meaning of all the monetary con- 
fusion and broken traditions of the past 
five years. The growth of trade is now the 
most powerful of all the forces changing the 


᾿ nature of international politics, and govern- 


ments are understandably slow to come to 
terms with it. 

As long as countries continue to run dif- 
fering rates of inflation, currency values will 
move up and down against each other. But 


if this process is left solely to a market that. 


sometimes overreacts severely, it threatens 
harm to the prosperity of nations and to the 
stability of the whole system. Italy now 
desperately needs heip and the United States, 
as the largest of the trading nations, has 
@ responsibility to take the lead in provid- 
ing it. But help here can hardly mean more 
than the latest in a series of last-minute 
bail-outs. ; 

The French franc, backed by a far more 
powerful economy, needs no bailing out: its 
recent embarrassments point instead to ἃ 
breakdown in the fragile network of under- 
standings among the rich nations. These 
governments have left themselves in a peril- 
ous position. They have accepted in theory 
ἃ new monetary system on which. so far, 
they cannot agree in actual! practice. 
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Tariff Cuts 


After six rounds of reciprocal trade Uber- 
alization in four decades, the United States 
and Europe's nine-nation Common Market 
are down to average tariff levels of about 
@ per cent on industrial imports. 

But the average conceals more than it 
reveals. Only 13.1 per cent of the European 
tariffs exceed 10 per cent but 38.3 per cent 
of U.S. industrial tariffs exceed 10 per cent. 
with some individual tariffs as high as 60 
per cent or more. 

This disparity between high and low 
tariff rates has become one of the centrai 
issues in the seventh round of GATT nego- 
tiations now under way in Geneva, The 
new U.S. tariff proposals, which call for an 
across-the-board cut of 50 to 60 per cent 
on Most items, tor the first time accept the 
European demand for some degree of tariff 
“harmonization.” with larger percentage 
cuts for high tariffs than for low ones. The 
US. proposals do not go far enough as yet 
to satisfy the Europeans. but do open the 


way to serious negotiations on tariffs in this 
GATT round. 

It is nome tog soon. Provectionist forces 
have heen revived everywhere by the worid- 
wide recession—and nowhere more than in 
the United States. The fear in Europe is 
that President Ford's decision last week to 
restrict steel imports may be foliowed by 
similar moves on shoes, automobiles, and 
many other products. Reprisals are certain 
in that event, The result could be destruc- 
tion of the Geneva negotiations and reversal 
of the 40-year trend toward trade liberall- 
zation. 

In these circumstances. the ‘orward-look- 
ing tariff proposals laid on the tabie by 
the United States in Geneva are oi the 
highest importance. They raise the hope 
that the President's unfortunate surrender 
to the escape-clause demands of individual 
industries does not signify a basic change 
in the long-standing U.S. polier of trade 
liberalization.

—Josef Albers, 28, an artist, who 
was also known as 2 teacher of 
art and a color theorist, died 
Wednesday at Yale-New Haven 
Hospital in New Haven, Conn. He 
had been in the hospital for treat- 
ment of s heart seizure. 

A dedicated painter who ex- 
perimentéed endlessly with color 
relationships, Mr. Albers for the 


_ last 25 years or 80 rang infinite 


variations on a single composi- 
tional theme—nested squares of 
Color whose gradations, harmo- 
nies aud contrasts were for him 
the esserce of the artistic ex- 
perience. In 1971 his work was 
honored by a retrospective show 
at the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, one of the few ever given to 
@ living artist. 

Though others sometimes saw 
his format of squares within 
Squares as monotonous and re- 
petitive, for Mr. Albers the sim- 
Plified geometric presentation was 
the way to make colors perform. 
“Just putting colors together is 
the excitement of it,” he once 
told an interviewer. 

Marrying Colors 

“The way green submits to 
blue, for instance, or vice-versa. 
What interests me is the way 
they marry, interpenetrate and 
Produce the baby, the color that 
is their product together.” 

A teacher and theoretician as 
well as @ painter, Mr. Albers had 
@ wide influence on several gener- 
ations of artists, both here and 
abroad, an influence that extend- 
δὰ into the realm of sculpture, 
architecture and industrial de- 


sign. 

He also worked 8, good deal in 
the print medium and in the last 
few years had published a series 
of print editions with texts. 

Mr. Albers was born in Bat- 
trop, in the industrial Ruhr dis- 
trict of Germany. He attended 
the teachers’ college in Bueren 
and became an instructor in sev- 
eral Westphalian primary schools, 

In 1913 he. decided to pursue 
formal art studies and enrolled 
at the Royal Art School in Berlin, 
remaining there until 1915. For 
the next four years he studied at 
art schools in Essen and in Mn- 
nich, where his respect for the 
traditional and representational 
in art declined.

Its only mertt 
was technical pérfection. To these 
inherent shortcomings the mesk 
had the disadvantage of a nasty 
wax patina, The high price was 
paid chiefly because large-size 
Egyptian masks of the earlier 
periods are not on the market 
any more. Collectors have to 
make do with substitutes. 

Wednesday's 5816 suggesis a 
similar phenomenon is affecting 
the market for sculpture from 
the late Middle Ages throngh the 
1th century. In the early sixties 
Statues of saints and clerics and 
sculptural groups of the Virgin 
and Child were considered un- 
salable, Even works of supreme 
quality were not easily sold be~ 
cause only a handful of museums 
were in the mirket, The “Haute 
Epoque” fad had not spread yet 
and interior decoration . offered 
no outlet for the lesser pieces. 

Now with museums mushroom- 
ing the world over. end changed 
tastes, 2, bit of carving with a 
reasonable claim to old age ex- 
cites dealers. A polychrome wood- 
en statue of the Virgin and 
Child, 64 centimeters high, went 
up fo 32,470 francs, its poor 
condition notwithstanding. The 
painted stucco was darkened by 
grime, but, above all, the statue 
was badly flaked off and will 
require extensive cleaning and 
restoration, But the hope of 


getting a late 15th-century group 
‘from France in better condition 
is remote,

May Be a Spring Fantasy

This 
March, the economy was fantastic. An endless chain of good 
news poured out of Washington.

analysts say. 


The United States does not eppear to be in for any early 
‘return to double-digit inflation after the virtual price stability 
report of last month’s scant 1.2 per cent annual rate.
